LONDON, March 6—Great Brit- 
ain today ordered the cargoes of 
eight Italian ships—declared to be 
coal from Germany—held as 
prizes in her tightening campaign 
to halt all seaborne exports from 
Germany. 

Nine Italian ships have been 
brought into the contraband con- 
trol station at the Downs, but one of 
these, the Loasso, was released by 
the enemy exports committee. 

It was established that she sailed 


| 


from Rotterdam, where the Italian| 
coal flotilla loaded, on March 1 be-| 
fore the order to halt German coal) 


shipments to Italy was issued 

Two of the Italian ships were 
brought into the Downs station to- 
day. 

The ministry of economic war- 
fare said all nine were flying the 
Italian ensign and all were “as- 
sumed to be carrying coal.” 

Today's additions are the Liana 
and Rapido, both colliers. The other 
seven are the Orata, Felce, Caterina, 
Absertia, Ernesto, Numidia and 
Loasso,

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Interest-Reducing “Acts” Not Law | 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has ruled that under the constitu- 
tion of Canada the regulation and control | 
of interest rates is a matter wholly within 
the jurisdiction of the Dominion parlia- 
ment. Therefore that the legislature of 
Alberta went beyond its powers when in 
1937 it undertook to pass legislation re- 
ducing the interest rates to be paid on out- 
standing provincial bonds. And again 
when it took similar action to reduce the 
interest rates on bonds which had been 
guaranteed by the province. 

The Judicial Committee is a law-inter- 
preting body exclusively. It was not sit- 
ting as a policy-making body, nor as a 
fact-finding body. Whether the province 
was for any reason entitled to a reduction 
of the rates, it was no part of the duty of 
the Committee to say. Nor whether the |

province could or could not in fact have 
paid the full rates. The question before it 
was simply a matter of law, and the deci- 
sion reached is that the question of inter- | 
est rates is a matter that rests wholly | 
with the Dominion parliament. 


The Real Kind of Sympathy 


Edmonton people and outsiders who 
happened to be in town on Saturday | 
dropped $1800 in the collection boxes of 
those who were selling tags on the Street | 
corners to raise money. in aid of Finland. 
The amount is a substantial one. If a | 
corresponding response is made in other | 
centres across the Dominion the total will 
be large.

Edmonton's greatest contribution may 
not have been the money dropped in the | 
collection boxes, but the example of or- 
ganized effort to translate popular sym- 
pathy for that brutally abused people into 
practical assistance. Sympathy for the 
Finns is almost world-wide. There is prob- 
ably only one country—not forgetting 
Germany—where popular feeling is on the 
side of Russia. But the Finns cannot de- 
fend themselves with good wishes, how- 
ever genuine and general. These must be 
changed into cash, with which they can 
buy supplies of all kinds. What has been 
done in Edmonton should be done in every 
community where sympathy for them is 
something more than emotional surge.

The Verdict of the Neutrals 

Herr Von Ribbentrop offers as an ex- 
cuse for the war he helped to plot that 
Germany must break Britain’s “strangle- 
hold” on world trade and finance. To 
which the New York Times responds that 
there isn't any such thing. That will not 
cause the Herr to retract his “nonsense” 
or stop repeating it. But it is significant 
that the disclaimer came first from a neu- 
tral country. And equally important that 
the people of every neutral country know 
it to be true. 

In peace-time Germany buys Canadian 
wheat, Indian tea, Malay rubber, and all 
other products of British countries at the 
same prices English buyers have to pay. 
Gibraltar and Malta have never been used 
to “choke off” German or Italian trade. 
British money was loaned to Germany 
since the close of the former war at the 
same interest rates paid by Britishers and 
residents of other countries. Incidentally, 
it was loaned for industrial purposes, but 
mis-used by Herr Hitler to build up a war 
machine to destroy the country which lent 
it. 

British naval power has not been used 
to hamper the commerce of Germany or 
any other country save in time of war. 
British money has financed production 
and trade wherever loans were sought 
and security offered, nowhere with such 
doubtful wisdom as in Germany. 

Gratitude or fairness is not to be look- 
ed for from Von Ribbentrop and his asso- 
ciates. But they might at least try to 
think up some accusations which the 
world at large would not recognize imme- 
diately to be the exact reversal of truth. 


There is not a neutral country on earth 
whose people do not earnestly hope that 
Naziism will be smashed and its aim to 
get a “stranglehold” on world commerce 
frustrated. And, if they dare speak, mil- 
lions of people in the Reich would declare 
they hope the same. 


In the early years of the century the 
news despatches used to tell us every once 
in a while that a township treasurer or a 
county treasurer or a town treasurer had 
“turned up missing” in Ontario, leaving 
behind him an empty cash box and a set 
of books that had not been audited for 
years. The city of Chihuahua in Mexico 
had quite a colony of ex-treasurers from 
that province who had been trusted not 
wisely but too well. Walkerton has evi- 
dently been keeping up the good old cus- 
tom of not offending its trusted treasurer 
by having his books gone over by an audi- 
tor. He has now gone to jail for two years 
for having misappropriated $12,866 over 
a period of two and a half years.

The Passing Show

Ex-Chancellor Kurt von Schuschnigg of Aus- 
tria is still a prisoner of Hitler, suffering, so it is 
said, cruei refinements of mental torture. Why 
should he be kept a prisoner? Austria was help- 


less enough at the time of the Anchluss. No 
Austrian soldier was allowed to draw a sword or 
fire a shot against the invading 
German armies. Von Schusch- 
nigg only did his duty in accept- 
ing office when tendered him by 
the Austrian people. It is as if some brother thug 
on this continent was to seize and despoil a 
multi-millionaire who offered no resistance, and 
then keep him prisoner for long years. Indeed 
the illustration is no parallel, for the million- 
aire if free might call in the aid of the author- 
ities. Von Schuschnigg, helpless when at the 
head of a weak Austria, is totally helpless now— 
a man without a country and with no aid he can 
summon. 

On the face of it, unless Hitler is wholly a 
cruel monster, devoid of pity and chivalry to a 
brother-Chancellor whom he has overthrown 
without resistance, there must be some private 
Treason for such unrelenting vengeance. A 
former high official of the German Gestapo who

writes under the name of “Hansjurgen Koehler” 
tells the inside story in a new book called 
“Inside the Gestapo”.

The story centres round a certain file which 
General Schleicher in the early days of the Nazi 
movement compiled, dealing with Hitler's army 
record. It disclosed the dangerous fact that 
Hitler had never spent a day in the trenches 
during the World War, but had served all the 

time as a runner attached to 


GOT THE GOODS the regimental staff. The 
ON HITLER story, circulated in Nazi pro- 
Paganda that Hitler had 


earned the Iron Cross by capturing, singlehand- 
ed, twelve French soldiers and a machine gun 
was said to be a falsehod. It was established 
that Hitler did not receive the decoration till a 
considerable time after the war had ended, and 
that he had avoided promotion from corporal to 
sergeant because had he been made sergeant he 
would have had to go to the front line. People 
have wondered how it came about that Hitler 
remained a corporal for four years, despite the 
terrible scarcity of non-commissioned officers 
in the German army towards the end of the war. 
His regiment—the Lister Regiment—makes no 
mention of him in its record of individual ex- 
ploits. 

More damning still from the viewpoint of 
Nazi anti-Semitic propaganda was memoranda 
contributed by Chancellor Dolfuss asserting that 
Hitler's grandmother Mathild Schueckelgruber 
had been seduced while serving as a maid in 
Vienna in the Rothschild mansion. A note in 
Dolfuss’ handwriting added: “These data ought 
to cheer the writers of history who may want to 
publish in the future the true life of Hitler. Here 
is the psychological explanation of Hitler's fan- 
atical hate of the Jews.” 

There were other entries too, about Hitler's 
personal and family life.

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General Schleicher paid the penalty in 1934 
when he was slain in the blood purge. Search 
through his papers revealed that he had for- 
warded the dossier to Chancellor Dolfuss. After 
Dolfuss’ murder it passed to von Schuschnigg. 
Fear lest publication of the contents of the file 
should shatter the god-like 
halo that had been woven 
round the head of Hitler, 
led to Koehler being de- 
spatched to Vienna to work under Ambassador 
von Papen, with instructions to obtain posses- 
sion of the file by any means whatever. 

Here a strange note of romance and treach- 
ery comes into the story—as strange as life 
itself. When efforts to burgle the von Schusch- 
nigg safe were frustrated by the vigilance of 
Madame von Schuschnigg, the German agents 
brought a beautful divorcee, Countess Vera von 
Fugger, to their aid. She was to “vamp” the 
Chancellor, 

Then by a stroke of fate, Madame Herma 
von Schuschnigg came to her death in an auto 
accident. When von Schuschnigg and Countess 
Vera met, it was to fall genuinely in love with 
each other. Von Papen who had introduced the 
couple at an Embassy dinner started a whisper- 
ing campaign to try and prevent the Catholic 
Chancellor from marrying the lovely divorcee. 
He threatened the Countess in the words, “Do 
you want him to share the fate of Dolfuss?” 

While von Schuschnigg was in conference 
with Hitler at Berchtesgarden, von Papen secur- 
ed the wanted file and had it flown to Hitler, 
who flaunted it before the eyes of von Schusch- 
nigg and demanded the surrender of Austria 
| Countess Vera confesed that she had been 

brought to Vienna to act as a German agent for 

von Schuschnigg’s undoing, was freely forgiven 
by the infatuated von Schuschnigg, and maried 
him by proxy while he was a prisoner of Hitler. 

That, says Koehler, is the reason why Hitler is 

keeping von Schuschnigg as his personal pris- 
long after von Schuschnigg’s power to 
harm him has passed.

$300,000,000 a year and is thus as imporant in 
the national economy as the export of wheat. 
The money American visitors spend in. this 
country offsets our unfavorable balance of trade 
with the United States, It is imperative, there- 
fore, that nothing be done to discourage the in- 
flux of tourists from south of the border. They 
are the lifeblood of hundreds of resorts in 
Ontario, Quebec, the Maritime Provinces and 
the West. In view of this, the authorities at Ot- 
tawa have decided to instruct the Royal Canad- 
ian Mounted Police to crack down on any Can- 
adian company or individual who fails to give 
American visitors every cent of the premium on 
their dollar. This premium—about 10 per ceni— 
is one of the considerationes which will influ- 
ence thousands of United States tourists to see 
Canada this year, especially when ocean travel 
is so risky and uncertain, The millions of dollars 
in American funds which the tourist trade will 
bring to Canada are absolutely vital to the war 
effort. In the last war the Dominion had virtu- 
ally unlimited credit in the United States. In the 
present conflict, however, war purchases are 
on a cash-and-carry basis and must be paid for 
at the border when delivery is taken.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail. 


Standing Aloof 


The nomination of the Rev. W. G. Brown 
for the general election on March 26 was ex- 
pected, of course. There has been at no time any 
question about the United Reform Movement 
selecting anyone else or of anyone else seeking 
the nomination. The movement in Saskatoon 
centres around Mr. Brown personally and with- 
out him there seems doubt that it would con- 
tinue as a potént force. 

Mr. Brown waged a successful fight in the 
by-election a few months ago. He supported the 
war effort being made, and he showed discre- 
tion and political astuteness in his campaign 
and was aided by divisions and disputation in 
the ranks of his opponents. 

The interesting thing about his nomination 
is that it appears to constitute a rejection of a 
bid made by a section or part of Saskatoon 
Conservatives to have him declare himself in 
support of or in alliance with Doctor Manion 
and his effort to form some kind of union gov- 
ernment. Mr. Brown has wisely rejected that 
bid, has refused to associate himself with that 
shadowy proposal or submit to Conservative 
domination.—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz. 


Sanity Versus Hysteria 


It would be impossible to imagine a clearer, 
more candid, more outspoken speech within the 
limits of moderate language than that in which 
Premier Chamberlain broadcast the Allies’ war 
aims, their formula for peace, and their invita- 
tion to other Powers to join the Allies in the 
settlement of the new Europe. Mr. Chamberlain 
has never been more forthright in his speech, 
has never shown more forcibly the intensity of 
feeling that lies behind the rigid self-control he 
invariably manifests in his public utterances. 

The Prime Minister set forth in simple lan- 
guage the aims of the Allies and the concrete 
terms upon which those aims can be achieved. 
The aims: To right the wrongs that Germany has 
inflicted on people who once were free; the free- 
dom of individual conscience; the freedom of 
religion; against persecution, wherever it may 
be found; and the abolition of the spirit of mili- 
tarism and of that accumulation of armaments 
which is pauperizing Europe and Nazi Germany 
herself. The terms: The independence of the 
Poles and the Czechs must be restored. The 
Allies must have tangible evidence to satisfy 
them that pledges and assurances when they are 
given by Germany will be fulfilled. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared again and again that 
it is up to Germany to take the next step and to 
show the Allies conclusively that she has aban- 
doned the thesis that might is right. He pointed 
out that, in re-establishing confidence between 
the nations in one another's good faith, Germany 
can do more than any other country, for the sim- 
ple reason that she has done most to destroy that 
confidence; and he gave the assurance that when 
Germany shows she is ready to give proofs of her 


good will and her good faith, she will not find 


| 


others lacking in the will to help her overcome 
the economic difficulties that are bound to 
accompany the transition from war to peace.— 
Montreal Star. 


On This Date

Fifty years ago, a young clerk in the Bank 
of British Columbia at Victoria, when on week- 
end excursion to Seattle, picked up a typewriter, 
and without asking managerial permission, in- 
stalled it at his desk. The local manager, an 
Englishman, of course, protested, but when 
pointed out the legibility and the ease of dupli- 
cating, agreed that the machine could be used 
for local correspondence “until the next meeting 
of the board.” 

"he “iconoclast” thought that he had taken 
care that none of the typed letters should get to 
London; but by some mishap one did slip into 
the mailbag for London, Months passed. Then 
one day the typist was called into the manager's 
office and shown a letter from the Court of Gov- 
ernors. First it demanded by what right the 
Victoria agency had expended money of the pro- 
prietors upon a machine when human hands 
could do the work; secondly the offender was 
told that if he felt that he could not write suffi- 
ciently plainly he had better resign from the ser- 
vice of the bank. 

The native son, not relishing such dictation 
from London, did resign; he crossed to Vancou- 
ver, where he aided in establishing a rival to the 
Bank of British Columbia, and later in life had 
the satisfaction of knowing that his son had sold 
to the Bank of British Columbia a large number 
of typewriters and adding machines , The 
English custom of writing all letters by hand and 
then copying them lasted longer in Victoria than 
in any other place in Canada; but I know of 
branches of old county houses where the type 
machine and the carbon paper were banned until 
well into the century. One philanthropist in 
Montreal would not even read a typed letter; 
another in Toronto agreed that his business let- 
ters might be typed, but that any dictated for 
him must be hand written. And there yet exist 
hundreds of vaults with letter books dating well 
back, and, truth to tell, some of them are more 
lagible than sume typed copies.
